Snow driven by winds of gale 


force still lashed the Atlantic sea- 
board with blizzard fury early to- 
day, but clearing skies and dimin- 
ishing winds marked the end of 
the storm as it swept to sea.

Striding 
into the midst of his angry troops, he mount- 
ed a platform and motioned for silence. Then 
he said simply: "Citizens!" 


That meant they were fired. Normally he 


would have addressed them as "Soldiers." 
They were out of the army now. As the ter- 
rible realization broke over them, they 
shouted and wept and begged to be taken 
back. He gravely accepted and forgave them, 
rind it never happened again.
